iii.an attachment layer comprising a material that is essentially fluid 
impervious and at least one surface which is mechanically attachable to 

said hooks affixed to said bottom surface of said support head; 
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wh< rein the lower surface of the cleaning pad comprises two or more discrete 
surfaces each of which contact the surface being cleaned.
